SENATE IS REPUBLICAN. 


Both Side* Claim the National Hou*e 


By Small iU urging. 


Washington, Nov. 9— The returns es- 


tablish to a certainty that the senate 
will have a republican majority. The 
total for next year is 48 republicans, or 
two more than a majorjty o\er the 
democrats. The populists and silver 
republicans and democrats will have 
25, all otHers nine. 


Chairman Kerr, of the democratic 


committee claims the election of 190 
democrats to congress and that the 
democrats have a 
majority in the 


house. The slump in New York affects 
the republican figures, reducing them 
by five, making 179, a bare majority 
of one. 


Early Estimates. 


'Washington, Nov. 9.— Intense Interest 


was manifested in the election retuins 
here last night. The results of the vari- 
ous state and congressional district cam- 
paigns, to which so much attaches in 
Washington, attracted thousands to the 
t ulletin boards in front of the newspaper 
offices. The theaters and clubs received 
bulletins, the two congressional head- 
quarters ha-C special wires and long dis- 
tance telephone service for those who 
were figuring up the result of the battle 
for the Control of the next house of rep- 
resentatives. 


Perhaps in no city In the country out- 


side of the Empire state was the result 
of the gubernatorial contest of such in- 
terest as in Washington, where Colonel 
Roosevelt has spent half a dozen year? 
as civil service commissioner and as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, and where 
he is so well known. But the chief in- 
terest, of eourse, centered in the com- 
plexion of the next house. Legislation 
during the coming two years, support of 
the administration and many hundreds 
tf offices were involved in the result, and 
the returns from the close districts were 
eagerly scrutinized by the congressional 
campaign managers of both committees.

Boston, Mass., Nov. 6—The town of 


Gosnold, on an island off Cape Cod, 
which in 1896 cast two democratic and 
eight republican votes for governor.the 
only town in the state unheard from 
at eleven o'clock tpday. Without these 
figures Wolcott received 190,511, Bruce 
1(>S,967. 


These figures show a decrease in the 


republican vote of 67,693 from 1S96, and 
a gain of 2305 for the dimcc-rats. Wol- 
cott's pliuality, Gosnold missing, is 
S3,,";44. The republicans lost two con- 
gressmen. 


The surpi ise in the congressional vote 


i\ as in the thu cl district where Walker, 
republican, was defeated by Thayer, 
Democrat, by 81 votes. It is explained 
that the labor men had considerable 
feeling against Walker.

Repub- 
licans are celebrating the election, for 
they elected as many congressmen in 
what is known as "off year" as they 
elected 'at the last presidential elec- 
tion, when they more than doubled the 
plurality given Bushnel! for governor 
last year. 


A Republican JDay In Now Jerncy. 


New York, Nov. 9—New Jersey was 


again carried by the republicans at 
yesterday's elections. Foster M. Vor- 
hees for governor defeated Elvin W. 
Crane by a decisive majority, estimated 
at between eight and twelve thousand. 
The republicans will exactly hold their 
own in the legislature, electing six re- 
publican senators to succeed six re- 
publican senators retiring, and thirty- 
seven members of the house to replace 
87 republicans retiring. 
The demo- 


crats carried Hudson and elected Al- 
lan L. AIcDermott to the state senate 
and Wni. D. Daly to congress. Man- 
Ion Pitney, the present congressman, 
was elected state senator from Morris 
county, and is now in line to succeed 
Mr. Voorhees as Governor. 


Connecticut In Line, 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 9—Today's 


compilation of election results in Con- 
necticut change the figures given last 
night in almost no respect, and the 
figures from all the towns in the state 
stand today giving a republican ma- 
jority on the state ticket of about 
15,000, with majorities in four congres- 
sional districts following closely. There 
are few changes in returns to the leg- 
islature, which give the republicans a 
plurality on joint ballot of 126. 


Election In Illinois. 


Chicago, Nov. 9—Returns from every 


county indicate a large republican ma- 
jority. The lower house will be demo- 
cratic by six, the senate republican by- 
eleven.

towns in the state show a substantial 
Kepublican victory. In which" the state 
ticket, headed by George C. Lounsbury of 
Ridgefleld, for governor, received ma- 
jorities of about 16,000; four Repubftcan 
congressmen, all present incumbent*, 
were returned; a general assembly, Ke- 
publican, with a joint ballot vote of 217 
ftgalnat 7t Democrat* eleeted,,and R»- 
publican sheriffs in all of the eight coun- 
ties chosen. 


Comparison of the gubernatorial vote 


Of this year with that of 1896 show that 
the Republican majorities of 60,009 in the 
presidential year were greatly reduced. 
In the congressional district*, three Re- 
publicans were returned with caie, while 
In the Second district, which had bten

PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


It> Value M a Preventive an* Cure 


Of Pulmonary Diseases. 


Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals of Chicago, in 


• paper with this title, said that the 
absence of systematic study by physi- 
cians and the very meager literature 
compelled him to be somewhat dogmatic 
in his popes. One of the most common 
observations made by medical men, he- 
laid, was that the long, narrow, fiat 
chested individual was the one liable to 
the development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this /onn of 
chest the chances for recovery viess re- 
tuoed to a minimum. 


This observation he considered suffi- 


cient to suggest that systematic physical 
training in- aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walls 
and pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and in curing its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, he said, furnished a^post fa- 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis. Therefore for'the preven- 
tion of the disease measures • should be 
adopted to expand the lungs and briug 
the air cells into the best possible work- 
ing condition. 


He thought it probable that in most 


eases there was an early tuberculous 
localized anaemia, diminishing the nutri- 
tion of the parts and making them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilli and 
their toxins. Of the Urge percentage of 
the human family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the majority 
recovered, even when the disease affect- 
ed the lungs, it not proving fatal in 
more than 12 per cent, 


He stated that in most of those who 


recovered the disease had made but lit- 
tle progress, and that it was only at 
autopsy after death from other causes 
that its presence was detected, in view 
of which it was the physician's duty to 
recommend measures likely to strength- 
en the resisting power of the lunga. 
The beneficial influence of a high alti- 
tude he considered probably due to the 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of prophylaxis the 
first measure should be to teach the pa- 
tient to breathe deeply. 


Careful physical training, ha said, 


was of the greatest importance, it being 
possible for the long, narrow, flat chest- 
ed to increase the expansion of the chest 
two or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. He be- 
lieved it possible by physical develop* 
ment to check the process of tuberculosis 
when it had become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery. —Medr 
ical Jteoord.

with a gris;/-ly old veteran of the civil war

Ked MoParlan bad served 


15 years in tho rcxalar army, from 1863 
to 1878. Like inaiiy another, he bad feair- 
broadth escapes uud odd experiences. One 
evening, while sealed before our glowing 
cam pf ire, our conversation turned to Gen- 
eral Miles. Ked related this ezperieuee, 
Writes a correspondent : 
s 
"I was u member of Company —, in- 


fantry, that was with Miles, chasing the 
hos tiles down in the Panhandle and 
western Texas. We had followed a large 
fresh trail tor a number of days and were 
extremely cautious, as we expected to 
come up with tbo Indiana at any time 
One evening we made our camp ou a creek 
bottom tliat wag sparsely timbered. The 
trail had shown very fresh at dusk, so ex 
tra precaution was taken by the command 
to guard against a surprise. Along to- 
ward midnight I relieved one of the out- 
post pickets. Just as the sun was begin- 
ning to give a hazy light I saw a big, fat, 
five point buck come walking along right 
toward me. The temptation was too great. 
Without thinking of the consequences, I 
raised my riile and fired. The sound of 
iny rifle hud not died away before the call 
of the bugle to ' boots and saddles' sounded 
loud and clear. Everything was commo- 
tion in camp. Orderlies were galloping 
here and there while a troop came pell- 
mell out to where I was standing looking 
like a fool. 


"The officer of the guard asked me 


where was the enemy. I suid 'there is no 
enemy.' 'Then what in h — 1 did you fire 
at?' 'There's a big back over there in the 
bushes. That's what I fired at.' I was 
ordered to be taken to camp and pnt in 
irons. You can bet I felt blue. Just then 
General Miles came Tiding out and asked 
What had caused the alarm. The captain 
of the guard told him. Miles asked to see 
the buck. Riding over where it lay— as 
fine a specimen of a deer as I ever saw— 
be said: 'Well, captain, you can turn Mc- 
Parlan loose. I don't know but what I 
would have shot that deer myself had I 
been on guard. ' As I knew I escaped from 
one to three years at harl labor in the 
Leavonworth penitentiary I shall always 
renatmibur General ililus «B niy friend."—

Tbe Making; of 'Citron. 


The making of cnndted peel or what we 


call nitron is a complicated process. A 
correspondent in Italy of Tho Tablo In 
London gives an account of n visit to a fac- 
tory devoted to this industry. The fruit 
from which the finished product ia mode is 
5i1:B n Jnrern lomon oipht or ten pnnndu In 
weight. It grows in grovco in Corsica and 
Calabria upon trees about six foot in 
height.. The first process ii to cut the 
fruit in bulves and tako out the cores, 
whi^b aro discarded. The peel is then 
scaled in barrels of salt water for two or 
threu weeks. It is then withdrawn and 
soaked for 31 days In a succession of sirups, 
beginning with eight parts of sugar to SO 
of water until the final ono contains SO 
parts of sugar to one of water. 


The fruit thus treated is then cooked In 


a nmnlwr of large caldrons, whoro it sim- 
mers for 24 hours. When cool, it is skim- 
med, cooked ngain with frosh sirup, cooled 
and conked n third time. While still hot 
it is packed In wooden boxes, in which II 
ie sold by wbolcfsalo. The pfol Ihus treat- 
ed will keep for ten years, although the 
fresher it is tho hotter. Tho slightly bit- 
tor flavor of preserved citron is canoed by 
thn soaking In salt water. Two hundred 
people aro employed in the factory.

WONDERFUL SKILL EXERCISED IN ITS 


CONSTRUCTION. 


The Intelligence DUpIuyed by tbe 


Insect In Manipulating; Iti Silken 
Thread Almo»t Savora- of Reaaon. 
Pkotoatrapblnsf a Xet. 
Dr. Henry Laney of Cumberland, who 


does considerable experimenting along 
scientific lines, has been studying the the- 
lyphonides, a spediea of spider that builds 
ks web over water along streams and riv- 
trs. with interesting results. Tbe inves- 
tigation was m»de for the purpose of get- 
ting photographs of tbe web. The web 
was obtained by placing a small wooden 
frame in the spider's way, and it was 
quickly covered with the perfectly woven 
silky thread. 
After securing the web, 


which in its natural state is comparatively 
invisible for photographic purposes, Dr. 
Laney proceeded flrst to make it tenacious 
by spraying it with an alaoholic solution 
of shellac from a medical atomizer. 
Though atill comparatively invisible after 
this treatment, the web could be bandied 


' with ease without fear of tearing it. 
To 


develop the bcautliul work of the spider, 


i Dr. Laney, wit.a another atomizer, sprayed 
\ the web with a solution of gallic acid, 


I which maclo it appear as if frost had sot- 
1 tied upon it. 
The web now seemed to be 


covered with the morning's dew. 
To 


complete the effect Dr. Lancy captured the 
spider, put him in the death box and then 
coated him with shellac. Deftly placing 
tho iiiEect in tbe web in a natural position, 
ho was sprayed with gallic acid. Using 
black velvet as a background, Dr. Laney 
succeeded in photographing ono of tbo 
| most beautiful and delicate plot ares found 
• in nature. 


i 
Dr. Laney' says: "The spider displays 


wonderful intelligence and mechanical 
skill in making these nets. Its instinct 
is far above that of the ordinary animal— 


I indeed it quite borders on reason. When 
a largo spidor desires to make a web for 
himself and ho has some distance to stretch 
it, he does not swing himself, as most peo- 


, pie suppose, and let tbe wind or his own 


I momentum take him where it will. 
Ha 


begins his web by starting the first guy 


' ver/ close up to the earner of the angle. 
i Ht/attacbes to the other sido of the asgle, 
mnVing a short guy.- Each gyy increases 


J in length, tbe spider always using the last 


guy made to carry the uext one over until 
ho attains the position in which he wishes 
to place his net. The last guy may be 10 
feet long and the first one only a foot in 
length. 


"The last two guys beccme the support 


of the net. These will each be re-en- 
forced by at least six strands, all laid in 
tho one cable, for the thorough support of 
the net. After this the spider travels to 
tho point on the cable from which he 
wants to locate his net, attaches the web 
to that point and lets drop the next guy, 
thereby laying tho flrst angle guy of the 
net. 
Theu ho crawls back over the Fame 


guy to the top again and repeats the act 
until he has spun eight strands, which 
mnko Si) angular divisions in the net. All 
spiders, as I have observed, make the game 
kind of a net, with the same number of 
strards and divisions. 


"?fow he proceeds to put in the network 


by starting from the .center, where he at- 
taches his web, then with circular motion 
traveling from guy to guy, spinning web 
as he goes, and by its natural moisture 
sticks it to each gay, carefully carrying 
tho web in his bind feet to prevent it from 
touching except at tbe paint desired by 
him. 
When he has a «nal! distance of the 


inside complotod, he goes to the outside of 
the net and finishes out any irregular part 
of the net that dnes n<tt come within the 
radius of a circle. After the circle has 
boon attained the same rotary motion is 
kept up until the net to finished to l!ie 
center. 


"Hero come* tbe roost comic feature of 


net building—the test of tbe durability of 
the work by tlic spider himself. As soon 
as the net is iniished he puts every guy 
thro-jgh tho severest tost by sharp, brisk 
jerks, seemingly sufficient to tear thu 
whole net to pieces. Tho spider's antics 
jiiht then are certainly amusing. If the 
spider finds the web is not taut, ho will g.' 
to the end of the guy tone, stretch it uiiti; 
t ho net suits him and njattac.li tbo guy. li 
thu not still moms loose from the center, 
tho guy wul DC carried n-om «he center t,. 
Miino convenient point to give tlio net its 
piuper shape. This is only dona when 
necessary, displaying tho great Intelligence 
of the insect. 


"The nets are perched so as to catch 


mogquitotui and small insects. Tho strux 
glos of the prey generally seriously dam- 
age tho nt'li. The spider himself la tho 
morning demolishes tho rest of the web 
for the day, with the exception of thaiur.in 
guy ropes, retires to a fievluded quarter 
and again appears late In tho afternoon, 
about 4:30 or 5 o'clock, and renews hli 
net. It requires him about an hour and n 
half to construct the ordinary web. This 
work is done every day, rain or shlno, and 
both malo and fpnmle spidera are equally 
industrious. The' baby spldors are taught 
industry, beginning net building right 
after their birth. They will snlcct a cor- 
ner in tho bin net of the parent and build 
a small w«b with the s*>me accuracy an4 
prouUInn as the elder tnsoot.

BYRON WESTON DEAD. 


Ex-Lieutenant Governor Dies at Home 


in Dalton. 


Pittsfleld, Nov. 8—Hon. Byron \V>s- 


ton, ex-lieutenant governor of the state 
of Massachusetts, died at his home in 
Dalton tonight at 9 o'clock. He had 
been an invalid for the past thro 
years, and the announcement of his 
death, while it caused a, surprise, vas 
not entirely unexpected among those 
who knew him. Mr. "Weston was lieu- 
tenant governor for three years, be- 
ginning in 1879, serving with John D. 
Long, now secretary ot the navy. He 
was also elected to the s tate senate 
in 1876. He had always been a repub- 
lican in politics. 


Mr. Weston was known as one o£ 
Berkshire county's most prominent 
business men, and also by all the 
Grand Army as Captain Weston of 
Company K, 49th Masachusetts regi- 
ment. When the c ivil war broke out, 
he was with the Housatonic paper mill 
in Lee, but left his business to or- 
ganize a company, of which he was 
elected captain. He served throughout 
his term of enlistment, and then re- 
turned to his business. 


Mr. Weston was born in Dalton in 


1832, and as a boy learned the paper 
making trade. He was connected with 
paper mills in Ballston, N. Y., Lee and 
Dalton. For the past many years he 
had been chief owner of the Weston 
Paper company's plant at Dalton, 
which was started in 1863. Franklin 
Weston has been manager during recent 
years, his father having1 done little 
active business of late. 


Mr. Weston was a well known and 


well liked man, being especially popu- 
lar among his comrades in the army. 
His loss will be mourned by the entire 
state as well as throughout Berkshire. 
He was a past master of Mystic lodge, 
F. and A. M. 


He leaves a wife and three 
daugh- 
ters. The funeral will probably be 
held Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

In the municipality of New York the

the result in the borough of Brooklyn, 
Kings county, which in 1896 gave Black 
a republican plurality of 23,6S2, but to- 
day gave a democratic plurality of 
about ]6,839.

riot between the whites and the blacks 
at that place, in which T. B. Tolbert 
and several negroes were mortally 
wounded. 


The negroes had a separate box in 


charge of Tolbert in which those who 
could not vote in the regular boxes 
could deposit certificates that they 
were not allowed to vote for R. R. 
Tolbert for congress, which certifi- 
cates he expected to use in his contest 
for Latimer's seat. 


Mr. Ethredge attempted to take 


charge of the box and was shot dead 
by one of the negroes crowding around 
it. Immediately a few white men who 
could procure arms o'r had them 
opened fire on the crowd of negroes. 


Several 
hundred 
strong 
are well 


armed and determined, and if the 
leaders in today's trouble are caught 
tonight no power on earth can save 
them from lynching.

JOHN ARBUCKLE, 


COFFEE KING. 


of Millions Wbo Is Now Fighting the 


Sugar Trust to a Finish* 


[Copyright, 1S9S. fcjr the Author.) 


John Arbuckle, head and front and heart and soul of the coffee dealing 


flrm of Arbuckle Eros., which is in a fight to the finish with the Sugar trust, 
is the only partner bearing the family name now in the famous concern. His 
brother, Charles Arbuckle, died sow; years ago. chiefly of chagrin, they say, 
because of the ridicule heaped upon him during the breach of promise case, 
in which he was a loser and which brought out his famous "Baby Bunting" 
love letters. John Arbuokle's present partners are named Jarvie, Smith and 
Jamieson. They have nil grown up With the business, and their holdings are 
comparatively small. 


John Arbuckle is now between 55 and 60 years old. His personal fortunn 


Ss estimated to be not far from 52S.OOO.OOO. He has never been known to ex- 
press himself on this point oven to liis most intimate friends, however, and 
this is therefore only a guess, based on the facts that the profit on the Ar- 
buckle coffee business has for long been nearly or quite $1.000,000 a year, most 
of which has gone to him: that his brother Charles lei't his entire holdings 
to him and that millions of Arbuckle money are generally in tiie market for 
desirable and safe borrowers. Whither there will be as much Arbuckle mon- 
ey to Isncl in the future is a Question. 


In body Mr. Arbuckle is tall, broad, and solid, the top of his well thatched 


poll beins more than six fet-t above his heels when he stands, while his weight 
is not far from 250 pounds. He wears a full and luxuriant beard, which is well 
streaked with gray. In dress hft is modest and sometimes careless. Every 
one of his partners and department heads, not to speak of some among his 
bookkeepers and other well paid employees, spends as much in one year as 
Arbuckle does in two for raiment. He wears a slouch hat. 


His general health is excellent, but he is in constant fear of being ill, and 


ne spends a good deal of money with his doctor, who has a standing commis- 
sion to keep the coffee Icing well. Air. Arbuckls's pet anxiety about his health 
has been a profitable weakness to others than his doctor, including the ther-

niomeier dealers, since, in order to make sure that the temperature may nev. 
er go below the proper point, thermometers—hundreds of them altogether—of 
specially approved make have been put .up in every room and shop in all the 
Arbuckle mills and offices, and whenever he finds on inspection that the heat 
is too low where he is he leaves that place at once and orders the temperature 
restored to the prescribed degree without delay. It should be added that he is 
quite as careful about his ventilation as temperature. 


In spite of the somewhat hypochondriacal fussiness just alluded to John 


Arbuckle is really a strong man, whose strength is only rendered the more ap- 
parent by his little weakness. Next to excessive care for his health his chief 
foible is a personal devotion to routine and detail that is really amazing. 
Here is a etory which they tell in tha precincts of the big Brooklyn coffee mills 
to illustrate this: 


Last fall it was found necessary to set up a small pumping engine on one of 


the Arbuckle docks. A structure of corrugated iron was put up to protect the 
engine from the weather. This little house cost no more than $200 at the out- 
side, yet so anxious was Mr. Arbuckle that the work thereon should be done 
well that he got down to the mill before 7 a. m. every day till it was complet- 
ed that he might personally inspect it, and one morning, in spite of his 250 
pounds, he laboriously climbed a slender ladder to the roof to see for himself 
that the slates were being properly laid. 


Mr. Arbuckle understands as well as anybody else that such close personal 


Attention to petty matters is hardly profitable to him or the firm and has 
more than once told his associates that he must learn to shift the burden of 
detail to other shoulders. Yet, in spite of all his efforts to do this, he con- 
tinues to keep the run of everything, and it is still his custom, as it was a 
score of years ago, to inspect personally every nook and cranny of all the mills 
and shops once a week. 


The commercial office of Arbuckle Bros, is away down town, in New 


York, but the head of the house Is rarely to be found there. It is a compara- 
tively simple matter, in his opinion, to look after the selling of the Arbuckle 
goods. Their proper preparation, in which he knows he is an expert, is something 
of much greater importance, and he therefore spends most of his time at the 
mills in Brooklyn. It is to this circumstance, no doubt, that the Arbuckle res- 
taurant, for which all the upper grade employees are duly thankful, was es- 
tablished some years ago. 


Mr. Arbuckle is decidedly popular with his employees. To those of the 


higher grade ne pays extraordinarily food salaries. At the end of each year, 
if the work performed has pleased him, he allows each a. bonus, sometimes a» 
large as $500 or even $1,000. His underemployees—those who put up coffee, etc 
—of which there are several hundred, are not specially well paid, but neither 
are they ground down, and he is prone to look out for the welfare of individ- 
uals, though careful not. to show favoritism. 
When the weather is bad h- 


drives to his mill in the morning and has the carriage come for him at nighty 
and more than once, it is said, when the storm has; been severe, he has had his 
coachman take the more delicate of the women, living some distance away 
from the mills, to their homes, himself remaining at his office while enough 
trips were made to carry all who ought not to be exposed to the weather He 
rarely gets angry and still more rarely loses self control. 


The Arbuckle charities are not known to be larse, being limited so far as 


has been made public, to a yearly subscription of $100 to the Brook!-"- h"~au 
of united charities. The Arbuckle nmnsements am simple. In the s'ummor he 
takes a long' vacation, sometimes at Lake Mohonk and sometimes, as la-it 
year, in Europe. He does not ride the wheel, and he does not play golf but 
he does ride horseback to prevent the gathering of too much fat, galloping 
to Coney Island and back nearly every morning or afternoon when tha 
Weather is good. 


He IK a great home man, and his wife always accompanies him on hfs sum- 


mer outinga. There are no children. Both Mr, and Mrs. Arbuckle have lone 
been members of Plymouth church and were great friends of Mr. Beecher 
though not on specially close terms with Dr. Lyman Abbott, the present pas- 
tor. Mr. Arbuckle's pet detestation is talk about money making. sn* ;« this he 
is different from many self made men, for he began as poor as the poorest 
when a boy and allowed himself only $12 or »15 a week when he opened his 
Brooklyn establishment somewhat more than 20 years ago. His pet amuse- 
ment—for h« rides horseback as a matter of duty chiefly—Is to get on the seat 
of a delivery wagon alongside the driw and so travel incog, about New York 
and Brooklyn, and he is so little knows to the metropolitan public that he is 
not often recognized on these queer eipeditlons.

dress is effective and businesslike. It 
consists of a man's shirt and trousers 
and a short, rough skirt. A woolen cap 
covers the head, and the feet are clad 
in clogs, or wooden shoes, with uppers 
of leather and soled with iron. 


At a time when the question of the disarmament of the great powers has 


been proposed by the .czar of Russia it is interesting to note that that sover- 
eign's idea has found an even more eloquent expression at the hand of M. J. 
Belloe, the Parisian sculptor. The artist has symbolized the idea of the ap- 
proach of universal peace in a very happy manner. M. Belloe's statue shows 
a powerful workman beating into plowshares a bundle of swords. At hi* 
feet an olive branch lies across a plow, the artist evidently having caught 
his inspiration from the second chapter of Isaiah, "And they shall beat 
their swords into plowshares and their spears into pruning hooks; nation 
shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more." 


The Paris sculptor, who has called his figure "The Future," has_ expressed 


by means of a statue the same idea that Kipling gave utterance to in his 
"Recessional.'' It comes as a warning note at a time when the great powers 
seem intoxicated with a passion for military glory. Such a piece of work, too, 
shows that art has not altogether lost its ancient seriousnerjs, which once made 
it a power among nations.

The tallest and the lowest buildings 


In the world are to be found in America. 
The smallest of all buildings Used for 
human habitation arc the ice huts 
of the Eskimos of Greenland. 
These 


huts, which are formed of bricks of ice 
about two feet thick, only rise about 
four feet above the level of the sur- 
rounding snow. They have one exit,, 
which is an underground passage Just 
large enough for one person to crawl 
through. 


The highest structures on earth are 


the modern "skyscrapers." The illus- 
tration shows the latest arid tallest" of 
these buildings. It is 'the, Ivins Syndi- 
cate building, "0 stories high, in New 
York. It has just been finished. As 
the builders of ancient Egypt left their 
mark upon history with the vast tombs 
of their kings, as mediaeval Europe im- 
mortalized itself in its Gothic cathe- 
drals, so the "skyscraper" is the stone 
monument of the closing- years of the 
nineteenth century. It may not be a 
thing of beauty, it may darken our 
streets and have other drawbacks, but 
it has come to stay. 


The modern skyscra^lng rftnttctures, 


besides rising several hundred feat into 
the air, also extend down many stories 
below the surface of Mother Earth, so 
that when the height of a building is 
given the measurement should be from 
the floor of the deepest basement. The 
weight of such a buiiuiug is enormous, 
and to support it solid rock must ba 
reached. In many cases, after drilling 
a great distance, this is not found, and 
caissons are sunk till the rock is reach- 
ed, and the building rests on these arti- 
ficial supports. In some places, as in 
Chicago, where the whole city stands 
on shifting land, the big office buildings 
rest on immense plates of steel laid on 
the earth. 


The whole civilized,world- was shocked recently by tho news that the em« 


press of Austria had been assassinated by an Italian anarchist as she was 
about to leave Geneva on a steamboat. 
European anarchists have vowed venge- 


ance against almost every crowned head on tho continent, but it would seem 
that if there were one of them who would be safe from their attacks that one 
Would surely have been the late Empress Elizabeth. 


Seldom has a sweeter dlsposltioned and altogether more lovable woman 


shared the throne of Austria's empsrors. She was very domestic in her man- 
ner. The accompanying picture, which has Just reached this country;* is n 
snap shot taken by a tourist at Kissingen the day before she was killed, and 
shows her enjoying a promenade with the emperor in one of the parks near the 
palace.

FOR A SEAMAN. 


Everybody ' who remembers the civil 


war will recall the day when Admiral 
Farragut. on board his flagship Hart- 
ford, entered the harbor of Mobile under 
the fire of the guns in the forts and on 
the Confederate ships. When the en- 
gagement was at its height, he went to 
the quarter deck and in order to get a 
better view of- what was going on climb- 
ed into the rigging despite the entreaties 
of his officers. When he refused to come 
down, Lieutenant John Crittenden Wat- 
son, now commodore and in command 
of the squadron oft Cuba, who was ex- 
ecutive officer of the Hartford, ordered 
the admiral lashed to the rigging, that 
in the event of his being struck by a 
bullet or piece of flying shell he would 
not fall overboard.

With two 
small precincts as yet not heard from, 
the majority was 3048. Mr. Lawrence 
carried Holyoke and has made a turn 
over of a thousand votes in that demo- 
cratic stronghold.

5259 in the district. The official count 
will increase this to about 5500, which 
is an increase of 2000 over his vote last 
year. This exceeds the most sanguine 
expectations of the congressman and 
his friends. 
The victory is magnifi- 


cent. 


Pittsfield gave Sheriff Fuller a land- 


slide of a majority of nearly 700, which 
is nearly 1000 better than it gave him 
three years ago. He is elected in the 
county by about 1300, more than double 
the majority he got at his last elec- 
tion. James H. Flagg is elected county 
commissioner by over 2000 majority, 
although W. H. Chase had a splendid 
vote in Pittsfield, running ahead of his 
ticket and leading all the democratic 
candidates at the county seat.

After a morning of apathy, with 


light voting in all wards, the city vote 
piled ii»tapidly all the afternoon, until 
it reached the big total of 2899, or 562 
more than last year. The features of 
the election were the cutting of the 
Fuller majority down from 584 in this 
city three years ago to 202 this year, 
the closeness of the representative con- 
test, and the Increase in the socialist 
vote. The socialists this year polled 
243 votes, as against 102 last year. 


The day was pleasant throughout 


and aided by this, the big vote was due 
to the sheriff and representative con- 
tents. 
Comparatively few carriages 


wore used. Until noon a small vote 
wan registered, but about 1 o'clock the 
rush began, and until the polls rioted 
vne election officers wer» kept busy.

In all the chief contests it was a 


very close election. Fuller's lead over 
Crosby was cut down to 202, a loss of 
382 from three years ago. A leading 
democrat said in the afternoon that if 
Fuller's lead was cut down to 200 in 
this city, the democrats would be sat- 
isfied. 
The democrats are therefore 


two votes from satisfaction. 
Repub- 


licans were perfectly contented with 
the lead Fuller held, after so many 
big statements by the Crosby men. 


The representative contest WRS a 


pretty one, and here the democrats are 
happy in the election of Brown by the 
biggest vote of any. In the district, 
including this city and Clarksburg, 
his lead. oyer. Harvie was six votes, 
while in this city his lead was 28. 
Crowley pdlfed a big vote, of which 
he may be proud, and for a time as the 
returns came in it looked as though 
he would lead Card.

The labor vote was active against 


Senator Whittlesey and he ran behind 
his ticket by 238 votes, leading Morin 
by 266 votes. Morin led his ticket here 
by 368 votes. 


The socialists were greatly pleased 


with the great increase in their city 
vote, more than, doubling last year's. 
In the afternoon -they were estimating 
a total of 400 or 500 but this was over- 
doing it the total' being 243 This, how- 
ever, marks the party as one to be 
reckoned with and in the city cam- 
paign especially the socialists are ex- 
pecting to increase_Tuesday's vote.
